E HAVE all of us speculated on w hat would he the three hest 


wishes we could m ake if som e fairy g o d m o th e r gave us assur­ 
ance that they would be fulfilled.

But how ever firmly we m a y cling to this conviction, our ac­ 
tions do not always indicate that we greatly desire this blessing. 
W e are not always willing to m ak e the little sacrifice in time and 
thought which we must m a k e if we are to rem ain in good health. 
T he individual is rare indeed w h o gives any thought to his physical 
w elfare until he finds himself failing in health, and the farther we 
h a v e gone into a state of ill health, the m ore firmly we resolve to 
guard ourselves against ailments in the future. 


The situation is serious enough to d e m an d attention, both 
from the individual and from the social,group. 
“ It is very unusual 
to d a y ,” said a health expert recently, “ to find an adult of 40 years 
w ho is norm al physically.” 
And th ough not all of us m ay adm it it 
in our own case, this assertion confirm s a belief which is not only 
c o m m o n am o n g health experts, but which is possible of proof. 


“ W e are trying to educate the public to give their bodies the 
safne careful attention that they give their au to m o b iles,” said Dr.

Motorists Will

Motorists of Pennsylvania will ben­ 
efit. to the extent of many thousands 
of dollars as a result of legislation af­ 
fecting the car owner, passed at th^ 
first session of the 70th Congress, ac­ 
cording to Bernard N. Hanlon, sec­ 
retary-manager of the New Castle 
Motor Club, affiliated with the Amer­ 
ican Automobile Association 
In reviewing the measures enacted 
îrro law Mr Hanlon declares that fi­ 
nal repeal of the war excise tax, be­ 
ginning May 29, 1928, on new automo­ 
biles, was by far the greatest achieve­ 
ment in behalf of the motorists, and 
it has already cut $66,000,000 from the 
annual bill of motor car owners. 
"The effect of the new' law in 
Pennsylvania,” Mr. 
Hanlon contin­ 
ued, "is that every purchaser of a 
new automobile will save from $25 
to $150, according to the price of the 
vehicle, 
and 
it 
has already been 
placed into effect by the dealers. 
It 
will also stimulate automotive sales 
and add to the prosperity of the state. 
“Aside from all this, the Congress 
took decided steps to encourage road 
building by foreign nations. This was 
done through legislation providing for

Japanese Beetle 
Causing Great 
Damage In State 


(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG. June 13—Damage 
done by the Japanese beetles, in the 
ever increasing circle of destruction, 
.s not confined merely to agricultural 
products, officials of the Department 
of Forests and Waters warned today. 
Of all the plants classed as “vigor­ 
ously attacked” more than half are 
trees, it w r s pointed out 
The department made public a list 
of 34 native and 15 imported trees 
which are subject to attacks by the 
beetles 
Eight of the 34 native trees 
are classed as being special targets 
for the beetles. 
They are willows, 
chestnut, plum, white oak. post oak, 
white elm, sassafras, and cherry. 
In 
addition to quince, apple and peach 
trees the beetles also attack the weep­ 
ing willow, Japanese walnut and horse 
chestnut. 
All of the trees subject to attack 
are broad-leaved, with the exception 
of the arborvltae. 
Shrubs commonly attacked are al­ 
der. buttonbush, hazelnut, spice bush, 
sumac, poison ivy, honeysuckles, mock 
orange, gooseberry, red current and 
Japanese barberry 
The department recommends spray­ 
ing of shade and ornamental trees 
with coated arsenate of lead at the 
rate of eight ounces to five gallons of 
water. Use of the spray is urged be­ 
fore June 20 and if thoroughly ap­ 
plied will remain effective throughout 
the summer, it is believed.

Geneva’s basketball record wras 
mediocre, but this was more than 
compensated by the best track season 
Geneva ever enjoyed. 
Geneva won 
four dual meets by overwhelming 
scores, in only one of the four Geneva 
scoring less than 90 points. The Con­ 
ference crown was retained easily, G e­ 
neva scoring almost as many points 
as her five opponents combined in the 
championship meet. 
One dual meet 
was lost to West Virginia, early in the 
season. Lathom and Friedman estab­ 
lished new district records in the low 
hurdles and javelin respectively. G e­ 
neva men hold twelve of the sixteen 
Conference records.

them build and shape new nests.

takes time and many trips are made 
to the location in Yvhich they have 
| selected to build. 
The shoddy nest of the sparrow is 
easily located, just a few featherR and 
bits of straw underneath the eaves of 
your home is all that they require. 
Then there are the mud and grass 
nests of the robin, built for all to see 
I find the nest of the morning dove 
consisting of a few twigs resting on 
the branches of a weeping pine tree, 
and one would wonder how the eggs I 
were hatched in such a shallow nest. 
There is a nest of catbirds in 
a 
clump of shrubbery in my backyard 
and the blue-green eggs that repose 
in this nest are beautiful to see. 
High up in a willow tree where the 1 
June breezes rock it hangs a nest of 
an oriole, and the young creatures 
that, are brought to life in this high- 
hung cradle have no fear of prowling 
cats 
If you would find the nest of a 


pee-wee you would have to use your 
eyes. 
For its little nest 
of nioss- 
bound spider silk Is well concealed 
among the foliage up in a tall tree. 
For a week each day at sun-up I 
watched a woodpecker drill and drill 
on a limb of an apple tree, a hole 
three inches across and deep enough 
in which to build. This seemed to m« 
a task. 
Each time he drilled 
he 
dropped the wood pulp at the base of 
the tree, where it formed in a goodly 
pile.

mentioned in this article was found 
in a w'oods at Poland. O., and is rare 
in this part of the country, being a 
native of Washington and Oregon, 
and growing at extreme heights.
